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PURPOSE: To obtain a rubber composition solution excellent in long-term stability 
and forming a coating film filmy adhering to a metallic surface by dissolving 
a composition comprising a fluororubber, a specified vulcanizing agent and 
a specified acid acceptor in a ketone/alcohol mixed solvent. 

CONSTITUTION: A solution of a fluororubber composition comprising a 
fluororubber, a polyol/quat. ammonium or phosphonium salt vulcanizer and 
an amine vulcanizer and magnesium oxide as an acid acceptor in a ketone/ 
alcohol mixed solvent. As the fluororubber, a vinylydene fluoride copolymer 
(e.g. vinyl idene fluoride/hexafluoropropene copolymer) which has a low viscosity 
can be desirably used because it can be easily formed into a solution. The 
mixing ratio of the rubber composition is such that about 0.1-10 pts.wt polyol 
or about 0.5-10 pts.wt. quat. ammonium or phosphonium salt and about 0.1-10 
pts.wt. amine vulcanizer as the compound vulcanization system and about 1-30 
pts.wt. magnesium oxide are present per 100 pts.wt. fluororubber. 
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PURPOSE: To obtain a resin composition having a high drying rate and a low 
residual water content after being dried for a given time by mixing a copolymer 
obtained by grafting two specified compounds onto a rubberlike polymer with 
a copolymer comprising these two compounds and specifying its Na and K 
contents. 

CONSTITUTION: A resin composition comprising a copolymer (a) prepared by 
grafting a vinyl cyanide compound and an aromatic vinyl compound onto a 
rubberlike polymer and a copolymer (b) comprising the vinyl cyanide compound 
and the aromatic vinyl compound, wherein the amount of the rubberlike polymer 
is 5-50 pts.wt., the average content of the component derived from the vinyl 
cyanide compound in the resin components except the rubberlike polymer is 
0.35-0.5, and the sum of the contents of sodium and potassium is each 140-50ppm 
when the average content of the component derived from the vinyl cyanide 
compound is 0.35-0.50 and has a value falling within the scope of section ABCD 
shown in the diagram. 
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PURPOSE: To obtain the title complex having a high electric conductivity by 
mixing a thiophene oligomer having a-ct bonds with a Lewis acid. 

CONSTITUTION: A conductive complex comprising a thiophene oligomer having 
a- a bonds and a Lewis acid. The thiophene oligomers having a-ol bonds can 
give a good result mainly because of a decrease in the ionization potential 
caused by the development of a ^-conjugated system in the oligomer. Among 
them, thiophene oligomers of a degree of polymerization of 3-5, namely 
terthiophene; quaterthiophene and quinquethiophene are particularly desirable. 
As the Lewis acid, one having a high electron affinity is desirable, and especially 
7,7,8,8-tetracyanoquinodimethane, tetracyanoethylene and iodine can give an 
excellent complex with the thiophene oligomer. 
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
